SUMMARY: USSR HAS AGREED TO EXCHANGE NOTES AUGUST 22 
WITH ALL MEMBERS OF COMMITTEE WILLING TO DO SO AND TO 
SEND LETTER TO IAEA DIRGEN SAME DATE. ACTION REQUESTED: 
INSTRUCTIONS TO ADDRESSEES CONCERNED TO DELIVER USG NOTES 
TO RESPECTIVE GOVERNMENTS AUGUST 22. END SUMMARY. 

1. AT HIS REQUEST. I MET WITH USSR AMBASSADOR ARKADIEV 
AUGUST 13. WHEN, IN MOST PLEASED AND EXPANISVE MANNER, 

HE INFORMED ME THAT HE HAD RECEIVED INSTRUCTIONS TO PROCEED 
WITH EXCHANGE OF DIPLOMATIC NOTES WITH OTHER SUPPLIER STATES 
AND WITH LETTER OT DIRGEN IMMEDIATELY. THERE WAS NO 
OBIECTION TO REFERENCE IN MEMORANDA TO CONSULTATIONS 
HAVING TAKEN PLACE WITH USSR. WITH REGARD TO PARTICIPATION 
BY OTHER EE EXPORTER STATES. USSR WOULD "SUGGEST" THAT 
THEY PARTICIPATE AND HE EXPECTED THEY WOULD DO SO IN NEAR 
FUTURE. 

2. WITH REGARD TO "UNABRIDGED" MEMORANDA TO BE ENCLOSED 
WITH DIPLOMATIC NOTES TO OTHER GOVERNMENTS. USSR WOULD NEED 
TO MAKE EDITORIAL NON-SUBSTANTIVE CHANGES IN ORDER TO AVOID, 
FOR EXAMPLE, REFERENCES TO "MEMBERS OF THE GROUP." HE 
REQUESTED MISSION’S ASSISTANCE IN DRAFTING SUCH MODIFICATIOS. 

3. USSR STRONGLY PREFERRED IDENTICAL LETTERS TO IAEA DIRGEN 
AND PRESENTED DRAFT FOR CONSIDERATION BY OTHER GOVERNMENTS 
WHICH INTEND SEND SUCH LETTERS. DETAILS FOLLOW SEPTEL. 

4. WE EXPLAINED PROCEDURE FOR EXCHANGE OF NOTES WITH 
OTHER GOVERNMENTS AND THAT DATE OF AUGUST 22 HAD BEEN 
SET FOR SUCH EXCHANGE AND SENDING OF LETTERS TO DIRGEN. 

WE GAVE HIM LIST OF GOVERNMENTS WHICH INTEND TO PARTICIPATE 
IN EXCHANGE AND THOSE WHICH WILL SEND LETTERS. ARKADIEV 
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HAD NO PROBLEM WITH PROCEDURES OR WITH AUGUST 22 DATE. 

5. WE HAD PREVIOUSLY PROVIDED USSR MISSION WITH DRAFT OF 
US NOTE AS IN IAEA VIENNA 6805. ARKADIEV RAISED NO 
OBIECTION TO TEXT. 

6. IN LIGHT FOREGOING, MISSION REQUESTS THAT DEPT. 

INSTRUCT EMBASSIES THE HAGUE. STOCKHOLN, HELSINKI. COPENHAGEN, 
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CANBERRA, OSLO, OTTAWA, BONN, VIENNA, BRUSSELS, LONDON, 

TOKYO, AND OQOSCOAPTO DELIVER NOTES AUGUST 22, TEXT AS 
TRANSMITTED IAAB VIENNA 6805 WITH ENCLOSURES TRANSMITTED 
BY REFAIR (C).
